called the Kin Woon Mingyee. He is 
much more than Premier, for, when tho 
disturbance arose some years ago, he 
got himself raised to the august rank of 
Thavat Woongyee Thet Tau Shay. The 
meaning of this ponderous title is, in 
plain language, that the bearer of it is 
Marshal of the Army; that he ia infalli- 
ble, and that the King has no power 
over his life nor the means of doing 
him harm. The Burmese State Coun- 
cil consists of twelve Ministers, who are 
of three ranks, to-wit: Four Wopng- 
yees or Mingyees, as they are indiffer- 
ently called; four Atwin Woons, and 
four Woondouks. In addition to these 
one or two Generals may be taken into 
the Council. 
In ordinary meetings the

WHEELING, W. VA., January 22.—At 


2;46 o'clock yesterday afternoon an ex- 
plosion of fire-damp occurred in the shaft 
o! the Newburg Oriel Coal Company, 
Ne-wburg, W. Va., which shook the build- 
ings In the immediate vicinity and caused 
consternation and alarm among the rela- 
tives and friends of the miners employed 
there. 
Immediately following the sound 


of the explosion a flame of fire arose far 
above the mouth ot the shaft, and timber 
and debris of all kinds was strewn around. 
Great excitement ensued and crowds of 
people hurried to the spot. 
The shaft in which the explosion oc- 


curred was sank about two years ago and 
has reached a depth ol 360 feet. From 
the base of the'shaft the main heading runs 
out about half a mile from where the nar- 
row rooms divege from either side. The 
theory advanced as to the cause of 
the 
explosion 
is that fire-damp 


had 
accumulated In one of these 


rooms, 
and 
was 
accidentally 


ignited by a miller's lamp, but nothing 
positive has yet been learned. The force 
of the explosion blocked, the air so close 
that no one dared venture in the main 
heading to ascertain the fate of the 
Imprisoned men until an air passage could 
lie established. 
This work is 
being 


itushed rapidly. 
Up to midnight no bodies have been re- 


covered. It is supposed that thirty-seven 
men are imprisoned. 
The prevailing 


opinion is that all are doad, although a 
few express the hope that some of tliem 
may escape tho effects of the explosion 
and have been able to reach a place free 
from the fatal black damp, which always 
follows nn explosion of this kind. 


The scenes at the shaft are heart-rend- 


Fathers, mothers, wives and chil- 
dren linger in groups with pallid faces 
anxiously awaiting some tidings from 
their loved ones which will either bring 
them hope or end their suspense. Every 
effort is being made to rescue the un- 
fortunate ones, but it is thought] there is 
no prospect of reaching them to-night.

A Terrible Explosion. 


TEBRE HATJTE, IND., January 22.—An- 


other terrible and iatal explosion occurred 
here yesterday morning 
about 
nine 


o'clock, following closely upon the recent 
disastrous blow-up at the market house 
only a lew weeks since. A No. 1 battery 
of 
three distillery boilers 
exploded 


with terrific lorce, carrying devasta- 
tion and death in every direction. The 
boiler-room was completely demolished 
and the boilers torn to shreds and car- 
ileda hundred yards. One of the two 
large smokestacks was blown into the 
main building, doing much damage. 


In addition to the employes inside, a 


large number of men were working near 
by at the time. Several were killed and 
many buried beneath the falling beams, 
brick and other debris. The fire alarm 
was turned in promptly. An Immense 
crowd soon gathered and the work of res- 
cuing began. Several of the injured, ter- 
ribly burned and blackened, found their 
way out Immediately.

THE COKE KEOION RIOTS. 


Hopes That the Worst Phase ol 
Strike Is Past- Many Arrests Effected. 
MT. PLEASANT, PA., January 21.— The 


situation at this point and throughout tlie 
whole coke region is now more strained 
than ever, and is regarded as extremely 
critical. Hostilities were begun jester- 
day mornine; by a large body of Hunga- 
rians from Morcwood attacking three 
men in the Alice Mine, holding them in 
an oven until they became insensible 
from heat and then leaving them on the 
ground for dead. The strikers, number- 
ing 250, then proceeded to Stonervillc, 
where they caught the yard boss, beat 
him with clulis, jumped on him and left 
htm for dead. 
A little boy was also 


brutally beaten and nearly killed. As the 
crowd waa passing the Mutual works, 
they attacked a colored workman and 
beat him insensible. 


At three o'clock the forces had ncaily 


reached Mount Pleasant, and were "tart- 
ing for the Standard works, when they 
were met by a body ot twenty Pittsburgh 
policemen, seventeen United Slates I)P[i- 
ities in uniform and twenty-live Deputies 
n citizens' clotlics. 
As the otticer^ 


marched up, the strikers drer up in bat- 
Lie array, presenting a bold front. They 
carried'tno American flags, anil i\ere 
armed with revolvers, knHes, jxes and 
clubs. Detective Brophy attempted to 
arrest one of the leaders, when the ofll- 
cerswere immediately surrounded, but 
by prompt action with their maces drcn '• 
the crowd back and arrested two o! the 
leaders.

made at the house of their leader, where 
the strikers had taken a position 
Here 


was the most desperate conflict, and 
fully 100 shots were iired. The officers 
bravely faced the Hungarians, and finally 
drove them over the hill toward the Alice 
Mines. 
Thirteen Hungarians were ar- 


rested and sent to Greensburg. 
Considering the length of the battle and 


the shots flred it is surprising that 110 
one was killed. It is reported that some 
thirteen Hungarians were budly wounded, 
but it can not be confirmed . 


Raids by strikers were also made yes- 


terday on the Donnell & Diamond mines, 
three' miles from here. Five Hungarians 
and three Americans were fatally beaten, 
and considerable property destroyed. The 
situation is serious, and further out- 
breaks are expected. Another carload of 
officers from Pittsburgh will arrive here 
this morning. Firing continued in all for 
three hours, and far into the night the 
pickets statiorited through the hills and 
valleys could be heard exchanging shots 
with the Sheriffs and deputies

gence of continued excitement and ap- 
prehension throughout the coke regions, 
it is thought by many that the worst 
phase of the strike has passed.

THE OLD SQDABE CASE. 


Mayor Kanan suggested that it was 


time the question of payment of tbe old 
square improvement by the property 
owners, was pushed forward to a final 
settlement, and it was urged that the city 
attorney ,have the case pending in the 
oounty court brought up for trial at the 
February term.

Soon after 7 o'clock last evening fire 


was discovered in the cellar at O. E. Cur- 
tis & Bro.'s jewelry store, caused by im- 
proper construction of the furnace at- 
tachment. 
The first . intimation Otto 


Curtis had of the fire was the puffing of 
smoke from the cold air openings at the 
front of the store, and by the smoke that 
issued from the furnace register near his 
desk, where he was sitting at the time. 
He at once had the fire alarm sent to 
headquarters, and though the room was 
filled quickly with stifling smoke, Frank 
Curtis, George Dodson, Tom Forbes, Joe 
Irving, assisted by a few others, succeed- 
ed in carryingjout all of the most valua- 
ble jewelry and diamonds, which were 
temporarily placed in Millikin & Oo.'s 
bank and in Swearingen & Hubbard's 
drug store. Though the electric and gas 
lights were burning, so dense was the 
smoke when the firemen arrived that the 
lights could not be seen from the front, 
and it was death to enter the room until 
the smoke could be removed. There is 
no rear entrance and the skylight at the 
rear was broken, the door opened and 
thus was the smoke slowly blown out. 
The firemen had to get into the cellar the 
first move, and they did it through the 
cellar ventilating grate on the sidewalk. 
They found the cellar full of smoke, and 
could hear the flames crackling. Streams 
of water from the chemical hose and the 
river water hose, however, soon squelched 
the fire, and by perseverance and quick 
work, under 
the 
direction of Chief 


Wayne, the fire was soon under control, 
without damage to stock and much to the 
relief of the property owners in tbe 
block and the nervous store-keepeis as 
well. Then it was learned that the pine 
cold air chute, the north end of which 
was adjuEted only about a foot from the 
furnace, had caught fire and had burned 
its length to the front of the basement 
before the presence of tbe fire was dis- 
covered. The fire burned the chute away 
and ignited the joists, burning two away 
in one place, and also burning through 
one layer of the floor. The joists and 
flooring are chaned all along to the 
front, doing damage estimated at 8500. 
Several of the joists will have to be re- 
placed, and the wooden [connection with 
the furnace will be made six feet away to 
avoid danger in future. 


It took over an hour for the firemen to 


get the smoke out and to extinguish (ill 
the sparks. Everything worked nicely, 
and a serious conflagration was averted. 
It was lortucate that the nre occurred 
when it did, for a half hour later the 
store would have been closed and no one 
would have been in the room to give the 
alarm. The building is the proyerty of 
JameaMillikio and Ira B, Curtis and is 
insured with several companies.
